Sir, — I fully agree with 

the questions put by “Pedes- 
trian” of Nahariya (your is- 
sue of September 17) but was 
very astonished at the an- 
swers of Mr. Lowenberg, 
Chairman of the INCPA. 

If these crossings are not 
4 meant primarily for the 
destrian, and he ig forbidden 
to cross the road at any other 
place, how can he cross at all 
if he is expected to get ac- 
ross quickly without holding 
up traffic unduly? 

The whole matter is largely 
a question of better instruc- 
tion for both sides, but surely 
this will not be accomplished 
by vague and inconsistent or- 
ders.

On the other 
hand, how can a handicapped,
